Extend the Hours within which Marriages may he lawfully 
solemnized in Ireland. 


B E it enacted by the King’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows: — 

5 1. — (1) The enactments specified in the schedule to this Act 

(being enactments requiring that marriages solemnized at certain 
places or in certain circumstances shall Ixj solemnized between 
the hours of eight in the morning and two in the afternoon) 
shall be amended by the substitution of the words “three in 
10 the afternoon ” for the words “ two in the afternoon,” and, in 
any enactment incorporating the requirement aforesaid, references 
to the hours first mentioned shall be construed as references to 
. the hours as extended by this section. 

(2) The forms of marriage licences shall be altered so as to 
15 give effect to the foregoing provisions. 

2 . This Act applies to Ireland only, and may be cited as 
"the Marriages (Ireland) Act, 1918. 
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
